Shinw Has Opponents,

It ta known that Governor Shaw expectod
to return to Deniron, and had been making
his preparations fo return In Januasry. o
the fall he sent his children to Denison o
school, so they would not have to make o
changp In the middle of the term. He had
ordercd extensive |Improvements on hin
town house In Denison. Mra. Shaw stated
today that while she had not relished the
fdea of going back to Denlson to live she
wias not sure she would lke the change to
Whashlngton,

Among those who have opposed Governor
Bhaw politically there has been some fnd!-
oatlons of a desire to throw obstacles In the
way of his securing the place In the cabl-
net, and i was stated today that the bank-
ers of the siste might protest aguinst the
selection of Governor Shaw on the grounds
that he has opposed a bl to compel pri-
vate hanks to report to other banks. In
view of the fact that the matter 18 now
fully declded this protest ls not Hkely to
mitorinlize.

It {8 known now among the intimate
friends of Governor Shaw that he has hesi-
tated mbout accepting the portfolio Infor-
mully tendered him by the presldent through
Benator Allikon, largely because of fAnanclal
considerations,

Looks nt Filnnncinl Slde,

Governnr Shaw and his family have al-
ways heen accustomed to frugality in their
private llvea and do not relish the fden of
going to Washington, where to maintain the
dignity of a cahipet positlon they mus:
change their mode of living. But the gov-
ernor has entrusted his money Inrrely to
others since ho entered publie life and they
hayve haudled 1t so that he has boen paloing
rapidly in wealth In rocent years. Heo is not
a rich man as compared with others whi
have held eabinet positions, but his friends
have urged that he can safely trust his part-
nera In his various enterprises to see that
Bis 1itle fortune 18 not diminshed while he
18 looking after public affalrs.

The political phase of the matier has nlso
been thoroughly gone over, Governor Shaw
Bas hiad an ambitlon to become n candidate
of the republican party for president. Laat
ppring it was certain that he was an active
asplrant for that honor, It was known that
ho could have had the undivided bucking of
Town even as ngalpst Roosevelt.  He had
made an excellent Impresglon on repub-
leans in other states and wis regarded by
all hin friends nod associntes as clearly in
Hoe for the presidency. The unexpected
elevation of Noosevelt to the first position
changed the situstion entirely

Governor Shaw bas been an admirer of
Presldent Roosevelt and a personal friend
His felends belleve that by his action in
going Into the cabinet at this time to
strengthen It he will be ngsured of the sup-
port of the president’s friends if conditions
are right for him to bevome a candldate
after the retirement of Roosevelt,

Retirement of Wilson,

Wotwithatanding the desire of the Towa
leaders to keep Secrotary Wilion in the
cabinot, and tha general bellef that they
would allow nothing to be done that would
sndanger the position of Wilson, informa-
tion was recelved here today from the close
personal friends of Wilson in Washington
that the secretary of agriculture would cor-
tainly tender his resignation in case Shaw
